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Strong criticism of Government finance 
was expressed at a meeting of the National 
Executive of the: Irish .Farmers’: Union, 
in "Dublin, yesterday. Farmers. of all 
shades of political opinion were at one in 
their condemnation of the heavy expendi- 
ture which the taxpayers are being re- 
quired to meet, and a resolution of. protest 
Was passed without dissent. Mr. D. L. 
O’Gorman, of Cork, was extremely out- 
spoken. He attributed: the abstention ol 
more. than fifty. per cent. of the elec- 
torate at the recent by-elections to 
the éxtravagant policy “of the Govern- 
ment, Mr. O'Gorman drew a contrast 
between the Danish and the Free State 
Budgets; pointing out that, even if the 
sum of £10,000,000 for-compensation pay- 
ments were deducted from the latter, it 
still would be twice as great as the 
Danish Budget... He was supported by 
Mr..

They have taken a 
step which must disarm criticism to a 
large extent if another crisis should occur 
in the industry, since they have. shown 
their readiness to co-operate for the benefit 
of the industry as a whole. If the repre- 
sentatives of both bodies could be brought 
together and could have the facts of the 
case placed squarely before them, a little 
clear thinking and a little straight talk- 
ing could achieve results far in excess of 
anything which could be done by threats 
of strike action.

The New House.

The worst accident in the history of Ameri- 
can naval flying occurred off San Diego, 
California, yesterday, when a seaplane 
manned by a crew of eight ~— into a 
spin, and han a height of 1,200 feet, dropped 
snto the sea, states TÁe Times New York 
Correspondent, in a message yesterday.
